The elk and the spotted deer's ant- 


lers are small compared with deer of 
their size lu Indln. This Is the more

the evidence presented lo this jury by 
physicians who performed the autopsy 
ou the body of the saiil Walter V. Baker 
at Hoslon, Mass., on Oct. '2S. 11107, we 
flnd that he died from arsenical poison-

and that arsenic was administered 


to Walter I1'. Haker by some person or 
persons unknown to Ihis jury; and we 
express our disapproval of (he action 
of the undertaker In violating the law 
by embalming the Ixxly of Walter F.

schools to the needs and Ihe qualifica- 
tions nf the pupils, I lie list ofgeueral 
causes would probably be covered fair- 
ly well. 


Poverly no doubt bars many ultil- 


dreu from the schools—but probably 
uol nearly so many as would claim 
this cause 
for the excuse. 
For if 


parents and pupils were' alive to the 
value uf learning and were willing to 
sacrifice it>s important things on ita 
altar, poverty would uot be found the 
Insurmountable obstable it so often 
seems to be. Greed that thwarts itself 
through its short-sightedness and lack 
of interest ou Ihe part of parents hi the 
education of their children too often 
masquerades as poverty; aud loo often, 
probably, iusplresthat lack of school in- 
terest ou the part of the chil ireu that 
often becumes so directly the cause of 
their quick withdrawal when the Inue 
comes that they can quit. 


So lack of interest on the part of par- 


ents aud pupils may be set duwu as 
the first chief cause why there ii «o 
large an early falling off til the school 
aifeudau.ce, with the lack of income 
that would euable the children to con- 
tinue as studeuts coming along closely 
as another reason. 


TtiBn comes the matter of incapacity 


of the pupil; and on this point much 
can be said in arraignment of the 
schools, [t is Ihe great shortcoming of 
the public school system that it Insists 
ujwn the pupils' meeting Ha require- 
ments, rather th u adapting,itself to 
the capacity of the pupils. 1| ls ea»y 
enough lo argue'why the first must be 
so and difficult enough lo say how the 
second ceuld be done; but, nevertheless, 
the child will beat a disadvantage as 
long as the present bard and last reg- 
ulations and the unadaptable courses 
are pursued.

properly regulated tavmgs institutions, 
aud this ought to be provided for. 


What we need in lliii country is 


more encouragement for Individual In- 
itiative and pelf-dependence and less de- 
pendence on government. That is a 
distinctively 'American principle which 
eliould be encouraged and maintained. 
It is ile^irnole to develop habits of thrift 
nnd ecnnoniy, but that is not what 
jwstortlces are for, and il is not tho 
business of Hie national Government. 
It is better to leave tu private initiative 
nnd public spirit in theblates and scp- 
arale communities the cure of the 
habits of the people raid try lo stimu- 
late in them an intelligent regard for 
their own mtercsle and confidence iu 
hanking and other Institutions, instead 
of reliance upon the Government for 
keeping 
their savings and getting 


home [irofit for them.
